Washington, September 20.—The weather 
for the great Grand Army of the Republic 
parade review was perfect at the beginning 
—one of those rich autumnal days for 
which Washington is famous. There was 
a haze in the air in the morning that soft- 
ened the effect of the sunlight on the 
brightly decorated buildings and brought 
the contrasting colors all out into harmony. 
As the day grew older and the sun mounted 
higher, warm beams dissipated mists and 
the city stood revealed in all of its refml- 
gent beauty, and as nearly as an autumn 
day can resembel a spring day, with @e 
saem conditions of wind and weather, did 
this morning resemble that memorable 
23d of May, 1865, when the battle-staiued 
veterans of the army of the United States 
began their march along Pennsylvania ave- 
nue to be reviewed for the last time by the 
great commanders who are now no more. 
But the weather goddess was fickle and 4s 
the hour fixed for the starting of the pro- 
cession drew night, an east wind began to 
blow; bringing raw chill to those persons 
who stood in exposed places. The sky be 
gan to fill with light drab clouds, and soon 
the day was gray and gloomy. 
Two days had been required in 1865, 
when the grand review took place. Only 
one day needed now for all who could get 
here and stand the fatigue. Tomorrow, 
however, the sons of those who came back 
from the wars will take the place of those 
whom time has taken away. Half-past 9 
o'clock is an early hour for a Washington 
parade, but the procession had been set for 
that hour and long before then the streets 
were lined with people who came early to 
get choice places against the big wire cable 
which had been stretched along the curb of 
the avenue for the entire length of the pro- 
gi the streets being kept absolutely 
clean.

“Nigh cuts” are deceptive and mislead- 
ing in matters where learning, skill and 
industry are necessary. The old saying, 
“there is no royal road to learning,” simp- 
ly means that it cannot be reached by a 
“nigh cut.“ 

In recent years we have seen the growth 
in this country of numerous makeshifts 
Which pretend to teach persons a trade, a 
business, a profession, or give them a 
complete education at the expense of very 
little time and labor. These are all 
worthless, and it is a waste of money to 
experiment with them. Only the other 
day we saw a circular advertising an 
institution which proposes to teach law 
students by correspondence, completing 
their legal education in twenty weeks. 
This circular informs its readers that the 
study of Blackstone is a professional fe- 
tich, that the book is obsolete and mis- 
leading, and that its statements of the 
law are nowhere applicable today, not 
even in England. The claim is made that 
legal principles are few in number, and 
quite simple and easily taught by corres- 
pondence, and young men are advised not 
to take a course of study in a law office. 

This example of popular “nigh cuts” 
ought to show the absurdity of such 
methods, The student who goes through. 
this school of correspondence will find 
that he is an ignoramus by the side of a 
young fellow who has spent six months 
reading Blackstone and a few other recog- 
nized text books under the guidance of 
a good lawyer. He will find that he will 
have to begin his studies again and get 
on the right track. : 

Learning and skill cannot be picked up 
by easy methods in a short time. They 
are the rewards of study, patient applica- 
tio. 1, and hard work. The young man 
who desires to achieve success in any 
great and useful calling must make up 
his mind to plod along until he knows 
enough or has ability enough to command 
success. No cheap, fake“ methods will 
entble him to leap from the bottom to 
the top of the ladder. 


Senator Hill in Brooklyn. 


Only a part of Senator David B. Hill’s 
Brooklyn speech was transmitted over the 


wires, but that which came was sufficient 


to show that it was a most earnest and 
vigorous effort, well calculated to arouse 
enthusiasm among those sturdy democrats 
of New York who have committed them- 
selves to the fortunes of Senator Hill, 
and who regard him as their leader. 

Whatever Senator Hill’s republican or 
democratic enemies may think about it, 
the Brooklyn speech marks a turning 
point in the campaign.

Compared with 
the corresponding day a year ago it show- 
ed a wonderful increase in the amount 
collected. 

The unfortunate person who either wil- 
fully or by force of circumstances failed 
to pay hie taxes before yesterday, will now 
have to bear the marshal’s cost in addition 
to the principal. 

The total amount of taxes collected since 
the books opened in June $421,102,64. 
When the books closed last year, $378,381,- 
27 bad been cllected. The collections 
for this year by months were as follows: 
June, $130,660,88; July, %7,3816,27; Au- 
gust, $29,250,638; September, $253,874,- 
86. This shows an increase in collections 
for every month over last year, except the 
month of July. The collections for July 
this year fell nearly $1,000 behind those of 
July last year.

THE PRINTERS’ STRIKE. 


They Adopt a Scale of Prices Which Dis- 
crimlnates Against Type-Setting Machines. 
The Typographical Union of Atlanta, at a 

meeting on Monday night, adoptéd a scale of 

prices, the effect of which would be to put 
offices using typesetting machines at a disad- 
vantage with those omces not using them. 

It fixed composition, standing before a case 
all nigt, at 40 cents per thotsand. Before 
this 40 cents per thousand could be earned 
the compositor would have to put in three 
a distributing type for which he gets noth- 

g. 

It then put work on the machine at 45 cents 
per hour, while the operator not only set 
down all night, but was relieved from the 
three hours’ distribution. 

This rule would work out this way: 

Eight hours’ composition by hand, three 
hours’ distribution, eleven hours in all, 40 
cet ts per thcusand; $3.20. 

Eight hours ut marbine (against eleven on 
case! 45 cents an hour; $73.60. 

This means, in lain Engtish, that the hand 
compositor, at measure work, is to get a frac- 
tion over 28 cents an hour, while the men 
comfortably seated before a machine, is to 
get 45 cents yer hour for the same work. 

From this statement the animus of the 
movement may be guthercd. There is no 
morning composition by hand in Atlanta now; 
there is no machine composition by day. 

To make the purpose of this strike plainer 
it may be stated that the machine operators 
on The Constitution have never expressed to 
the mahagemet the slightest dissatisfaction. 
They were making more, considering their re- 
lief from distribution and their ability to put 
in constant time, than when they set type by 
hand. Not only does the hand compositor 
have to break his rest for the purpose of three 
hours’ distribution, but his work is so exhaust- 
ing that he has to lay off at least two days a 
week. The machine operator, owing to the 
concentration of his work, his relief from 
distribution, and the less exhausting nature of 
his work, can make every day in the year if 
he choses to do so. 

Throughout the afternoon Broad street was 
thronged with the printers who had obeyed 
the mandate issued by the union. They were 
busy discussing the situation and predicting 
the result. The greatest interest seemed to 
center upon The Constitution composing 
rooms. 

Would the operators return to their ma- 
chines, or would the machines lay idle? 

That was the interesting question, but it 
could not be definitely answered until 7 o'clock, 
when the hour for compositiow came. As that 
hour approached, the interest among the prin- 
ters became greater. Finally the hour came and 
when the clock struck seven six of the ten 
machines started off manipulated by the very 
same men who had been working on them 
since they learned the art in The Constitution 
building. One of the regular operators was 
out of the city and but for that seven of the 
machines would have moved off at the stroke 
of the clock. 

But in less than an hour the four vacant ma- 
chines were manned and by 8 o'clock the 
work was moving along just as though nothing 
had happened. 

Out in the old composing room the cases 
used for heads and those occupied by the ring 
men were being emptied just as regularly as 
they were the night before. 

Neither afternoon paper was affected by 
the mandate as both accepted the new scale 
which was very little variation from the old 


one. 
Some of the job offices agreed to the new 
scale, but many did not.

WHAT THE ANALYSIS SHOWED. 


The Chemist Found the Preparation . Was 

Nothing but Orthohydroxybenzoic Acid. 

Dr. Payne, the state agricultural chemist, 
has just made an analysis of a preparation 
which is being sold largely over the state as 
a preservative for fruits and vegetables. 

© preparation is known as compound 
extract of salyx. A correspondent at Tennille, 
Ga., wrote to the agricultural department 
asking for an analysis. He was suspicious of 
the preparation. .Dr. Payne found by analysis 
that the article is — orthohydroxy benzoic, 
commonly known as salicylic acid. In his re- 
port Dr. Payne says: 

“The name salyx is not altogether. mislead- 
ing. as salicylic acid was formerly made 
from salicin, a bitter principle existing in the 

rms of plants known os salix or willows. It 
3 now, however, from a combination of 

„ Carbolic acid and carbonic acid gas, 
which is a much cheaper process. Salicylic 
acid. is a powerful antiseptic, an excellent 
2 +, nag: of organic substance. Having 
ut little taste and being non-poisonous in 
small quantities it has been much used for 
the preservation of such bodies. Its use daily 
in articles of food is not to be recommended, 
although its occasional use in moderate quan- 
tities. will no harm. One-twenty-fifth of 
one per cent has a decided influence in re- 
tarding the souring of milk, and fifteen-hun- 
dredths of one per cent will preserve most 
organic mixtures. 

t is said that in 1880 100,000 pounds of 
salicylic acid were used in France to preserve 
foods and wines. In 1881 the French govern- 
ment prohibited its use on the ground that the 
prolonged employment of even very small 

uantities is dangerous and that in suscep- 
tible persons, as especially aged individuals, 
it is apt to cause disorder of the digestion and 
disease of the kidneys. The wholesale price 
of salicylic acid is from $1.25 to $1.50 a 
pound. A fair price at retail would be 25 
cents an ounce. 


QUARANTINE INEFFECTUAL. 


Caution by the People the Only Safeguard 
Against Cholera, 


Dr. Drake, of Cincinnatti, made a care- 
ful study of the cholera in 1832, and wrote 
a book on it which is still authority. Dr. 
Drake cites many cases in Europe where 
kingly power and surrounded cities with 
cordons of soldiery long before the approach 
of the disease. In every instance, how- 
ever, isolated cases, the history of which 
could not be obtained, manifested them- 
selves and were but the first of thousands. 
Every European government tried à quar- 
intine in 1831 and 1832. In some cases 
the punishment for breaking one of the 
established rules was immediate death, 
but in spite of every pee the subtle 
spirit of the scourge broke into the cities 
and claimed its victim. Dr. Drake calls 
attenton to the situaton in. New York in 
1832. The people and the legislature 
worked with unabated vigor to keep the 
disease on the shores of the St. Lawrence. 
But in three weeks it had settled over the 
valley of the Hudson and had dispersed the 
assembly that gathered at the state cap- 
itol to devise means of checking the on- 
coming malady. Then the disease reached 
New York city, but no eye ever traced its 
path thither. Several cases appeared 
within a week, all isolated and not one hav- 
ing a circumstantial history. Who can say 
how those five cases now known in New 
York happened to come about? “We are 
fighting the wind,“ said Dr. Drake in 1832. 
It begins to look like we are doing the same 
thing in 1892. 

Care by the people is the only safeguard. 
In all London in 1831 only a comparatively 
small number died, while in Paris the num- 
ber of fatalities was almost beyond belief. 
In London the people lived well and in- 
formed themselves of the nature of the 
malady, while the French did not change 
their habits, lived riotiously in the midst 
of disease and death and paid the penalty. 

From Dr. Drake's valuable little book it 
is learnd that there were 290 cases of Asi- 
atic cholera in the Orenburg military hos- 
pital, of which number only seventy-nine 
died. There were 6, men in the garri- 
son. These facts: should be reassuring to 
those who are already beginning to feel 
the cold chill of fright in their spinal mar- 
row. Cholera is a frightf disease, 
but in America it is away from 
home. It is not used to scientific sanitation, 
wholesome, well cooked food, pure water 
and skilfull medical treatment. The com- 
ma bacillus need not be feared by those 
who understand its methods.

MARSHAL CORBETT'S STRANGE FIND. 


Gallons of Blockade Brandy Buried, and 
Only Found by an Accident, 
in Jackson County. 


Six miles west of Jackson, in Butts coun- 
ty, the Washington brothers have been 
operating a registered brandy distillery 
during the summer 

It is e e on their picturesque farm, 
and farmers from all the country round 
about have carried their luscious peaches 
to the namesakes of the father of our coun- 
try and have had it made into brandy. 
At this work the Washington’s were skilled 
hands. They could take a load of luscious, 
juicy, sunkissed peaches and distill them 
info as fine peach brandy as was ever made. 

The peaches are all gone now and the 
distillery is closed for the summer after a 
big season’s work. The peach crop around 
Jackson was unusually fine, and the amount 
made into brandy was greater than usual. 

The revenue authorities became suspi- 
cious: that every gallon of whisky made 
by the Washingtons had not been account- 
ed for. They felt sure that the output was 
greater than the amount paid sax on by 
the Washingtons. Suspecting that they 
had concealed several barrels of whisky 
which they would try to dispose of without 
paying the regulation tax, the reverue 
authorities decided to make an investiga- 
tion. 

Deputy Marshal Corbett was dispatched 
to Jackson to do the work, and he went at 
once to the farm. The Washingtons 
learned of his presence in their vicinity, 
and began to make preparations to get sway 
before he made any discoveries. 

The day after his arrival at the Wash- 
ington place the shrewd Marshal Corbett 
made a visit to the Washingtons’ home. 
He found them gone. Leading away toward 
a swamp to the rear of the house were 
tracks made by the men as they left. The 
path followed by the Washingtons in tbeir 
exit was smoothed down as if by some 
heavy article being rolled over it. Mar- 
shal Corbett followed this track until it 
led into the swamp and there, by the side 
of a purling stream he found a barrel of 
genuine home-made Georgia brandy. 

Returning to the home of the Washing- 
tons’ the search was renewed, It promised 
for a long while to prove fruitless. But 
finally a startling discovery was accident- 
ally made. 

Near the Washington’s residence in a 
turnip patch, and in it grows healthy green- 
topped turnips. Buried underneath the 
ground with big turnips growing over them, 
four barrels of brandy were found. It had 
evidently been buried for sometime, and it 
was apparently secure.
